The point 
of this joke as it is explained, is 
that sometimes the people .who shout 
loudest about tho failure of a fne- 
tory to carry oul, its production 
programme ‘are themselves reapon- 
sible for this failure. .

CANTON ‘EXCHANGE SHOPS. 


GOVERNMENT PROMULGATES 
NEW, ‘REGULATIONS.

Canton, April 12. 

In order to ‘eliminate a certain 
undesirable tendency in the, ex- 
change market and to muke more 
sccuro the money of the people 
deposited in the various banks, the 
Provincinl Government of Kwang- 
tung has promulgated 4 sect of 
regulations . governing the. banking 
and exchange business, . All the 
banks and, money-changing shops in 
Canton sre required to comply with 
these regulations after this month, 
Ench bank must have a workin 
capital of at Teast $50,000, and cach 
mioney-changer ‘must submit proof 
that his capital is-at least $5,000. 
Now Hicences will not be ‘issued 
unless these requirements aro inet. 

Hitherto there has been -no ‘re- 
striction in regard to the amount 
of capital of the small banks and 
moncy-changing shops, Consequent- 
ly some had a large working enpital, 
while others had practienlly none. 
The Initer were not infrequently in 
Ueht and had to ‘clase up, thus in- 
flicting huge losses. on depositors. 
It is with n view to rendering the 
deposita of the people safe and 
sound that these regulations have 
been promulgated. ; 

Tt -is-certuin that many of the 
pative banks aud money-changing 


shops in Canton will havo to quit}. 


business hefore the end of this 
month, ; Moreover, two moncy- 
changers representing two separate 
companies are often located in onc 
single shop. Hereafter, one will 
have to quit, as the Government 
has prohibited two money-changing 
companies to occupy, one shop. 

All the riew native banks and 
shops organised 
after. this month will have ‘ to 
possess a working enpital ‘at least 
twice the nmount formerly required, 
or at least $100,000 
respectively.‘

solicitors, or writers in one of tho 
courts of London, Dublin or Edin- 
lurgh, or as proctors . in any 
Ecclesiastical Court in sl gee to 
practise as solicitors in tho court, 
and the expression “writer” is to 
be deemed.to includo ‘law agents” 
na defined in‘ section 1 of the Act, 
43 and 37 Victoria, chapter, 63. 

It'is felt that the limitation to 
named cities is too restrictive, The 
rights and duties of Law Agonts in 
Scotland are regulated by tho Law 
Agents (Bcotiand) Acts, , 1873 and 
1601,, ‘Tho term; “Law.
